Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 and 9-1 0, and their dependent claims, have been amended to change 
open-ended "comprising" language to closed "consisting of language. Robson, as 
discussed in the previous actions, requires a molybdenum-containing additive in 
combination with the boron-containing additive, and therefore does not meet the 
amended claim. The prior art does not teach compositions meeting the limitations of the 
amended claim and excluding additional additives.
